OF SENATORS. 


I here arc said to be defects In our 
new federal income tax law, and the 
prediction is that 
protests 
will bo 
titter and general when 
its provis­ 
ions are understood. 
But, then, pro­ 
tects would be bitter, anyway. 
A 
tax law that would not provoke pro­ 
tests wouldn’t be much of a tax law. 
Wisconsin has a state 
income tax, 
which became effective a year ago, 
and many 
Badgers, 
accustomed as 
they are to progressive legislation of 
various kinds, are said to be tip in 
arms against it, which on the whole 
sneaks w'ell for the ad. 
In Wisconsin incomes above $800 a 
year as to single persons and $1,200 
as to married persons, 
are 
taxed; 
but for each child in the family un­ 
der 18 years of age. or other depend­ 
ent, there Is a further exemption of 
$200. For the average family, then, 
the tax begins 
when 
the 
income 
reaches $1,600 or $1,800. It is I per 
cent on the first $1,000 above the ex­ 
emptions, increasing a quarter of I 
per cent on each additional $1,000 up 
to $5,000; then increasing one-half of 
I per cent up to $12,000. Above that 
it is 6 per cent. This is intended to 
supplant the farcical, personal prop­ 
erty tax; and any personal property 
tax paid Is deducted from 
the citi­ 
zen's Income tax. 
ThLs Wisconsin law’ 
Is interesting 
because sooner or later 
the income 
tax will become a permanent feature 
of 
our 
revenue 
system 
and 
all 
enjoying an income above a certain 
amount will be subject to it. 
The 
first question is, what incomes shall 
be taxed? In principle it is the fair­ 
est form of tax yet devised, for un­ 
der it a man pays more 
nearly ac­ 
cording to his ability to pay. 
Thus 
a married man- 
pays 
less 
than a 
Tangle man; a married man support 
big children pays less than the one 
supporting none; one whose income 
exceeds his reasonable 
needs pays 
more proportionately than one whose 
income is below that point.

means true. Very often guilt, is mere­ 
ly social. 
Some 
years ago a great 
railroad was for many months in the 
hands of receivers appointed by 
a 
United States court. All its acts were 
subject to review and under the gen­ 
eral direction of the court; virtually 
the railroad was 
operated 
by the 
court itself. It wag charged and nev­ 
er contradicted—so far as we know’— 
that while operated by the court this 
road paid several million dollars ip 
rebates squarely in violation of the 
law. 
Everybody did it then. For years 
after the law’ forbidding rebates was 
passed every railroad and nearly ev­ 
ery big shipper violated it daily and 
made no secret of it. 
By common 
consent the law was a dead letter. 
There was guilt, but it was not per­ 
sonal. The country itself was guilty 
of violating Its own law’. 
Where a 
whole community by 
a long-stand­ 
ing habit winks at the violation of 
prohibition laws the individual who 
happens to sell whisky 
is morally 
no guiltier than anybody else. Traf­ 
fic In votes w’as quite the vogue in a 
certain Ohio county; it was a crime, 
yet the citizen who 
didn’t 
sell his 
vote shared guilt with his neighbor 
who did. 
The criminal law', of course, must

The City Man on the Farm. 


When other things are equal, prob­ 
ably the safest form of agriculture for 
the inexperienced city man to take up 
is a combination of poultry and fruit. 
The logic back of this choice is sim­ 
ple, and, we believe, sound. 
Chickens will thrive and produce 
profitably under proper 
management 
in every section of this*country. They 
are hardy and stand abase well, while 
the amateur is learning the ropes. 
Small capital is required to make a 
start, and they multiply rapidly. 
In 
fact, a shrewd old Yankee, “ down in 
Maine,” is credited with starting 
a 
successful poultry farm bry borrowing 
a setting hen from one nedghbor and a 
setting of eggs from another. 
After 
the chicks were hatched he kept the 
hen until she had laid a setting of 
eggs and then returned both, thereby 
discharging 
his 
debts 
without ex­ 
pense. 
Any sort of well drained land w ill 
do for chickens. 
About all one man 
can look after profitably is 1,000 hens 
and their offspring, and he can count 
I on a dollar profit per hen each year. 
I In small flocks the profits often run 
! much higher per hen. 
Housing 1,000

hens to the pen will cost from $2,500 
| to $5,000, depending upon the material 
and the location. 
B y scattering these houses over a 
ten acre tract of land there will be no 
need of inside fences and the flocks 


ten acres of good apples, provided it 
is located in an apple grow lng region, 
and handling same according to com­ 
mercial orchard 
methods, one 
can 
make the land do double duty. 
It is 
known now that proper location and 
handling w ill secure a crop of apples 
every year. 
The secret is this: 
1— Spray trees properly. 
2— Prune trees properly. 
3— Keep the ground cultivated ail 
summer. 
4— Pinch off all but one of the green 
apples from each fruit spur as soon 
as they set. 
5— Use heaters during late frost. 
The third item keeps the water in 
the soil, and the apples stay on the 
trees instead of 
blowing off. 
The 
fourth rule is one of the most im­ 
portant, as it evens up the strain on 
the tree and while the yearly crop will 
be smaller than the natural crop one 
year and larger the next, it w ill cost 
less to handle and the fruit w ill be 
much better in form, size and color, 
and it will bring in more money. 
Such an orchard w ill bring in from 
$300 to $000 a year per acre, and the 
cost of handling w ill not exceed $75. 
It will take from six to ten years to 
bear profitably. 
Set the trees out in 
50 foot squares. 
Between th 'rn set 
dwarf fruit trees in 50 foot squares. 
The dwarfs w ill bear quickly and are 
to be taken out w hen the large trees 
bear 
The ground under and between 
the trees should be planted to a rota­ 
tion of hoed crops, like potatoes, com,

Rom** cows are such porslst^nt m ilk­ 
ers that It is next to impossible to 
dry them up even for a short time. 

When a cow* 
persists in milking from one lacta­ 
tion period to another, it is better to 
milk her than to take any chances on 
forcing her dry. 
There is much dan­
